Of these T has labored in New 
Hampshire ; 1 in Vermont; in New York, 12; N. Jersey, 2 ; Pennsy!- 
vania. | : Delaware, 1; Virginia, 1 ; Florida, 1; Texas, 2; Arkansas, 3 ; 
Kentucky, 2 ; Missouri, 4; Hlinois, 30 ; Indiana, 19 ; Ohio, 3; Mich- 
ian 21: Wisconsin, 19 ; lowa, 12; Oregon, 2; and Canada 19. 

From this tabular view you will see that, although the services of 
these men have been performed in twenty different States and Territo- 
ries, inclading Canada, more & ecial attention is directed, as it should 
be, to the great Western Valley—eight thousand miles in eireumfer- 
ence—extending from the Alleghanies to the Rocky mountains, and 
from the Northern Lakes to the Gulf of Mexico. In“this valley, 
the political character of oor nation, and the moral destiny of owr peo- 
ple, are to be moulded and wielded. And here, we believe, is at length, 
and at no distant day, to be fought the mighty battle ; when, after a 
fierce and perhaps along encounter, the hosts of hell shall be routed and 
overthrown. , 

With these views we submit the accompanying resolutions, whose 
adoption here, and reprodaction elsewhere, in corresponding ae/s, We 
unanimously recommend. : 

Resolred, That this Convention recommend to the churches of this 
State, such a liberal co-operation with the American Baptist Home 
Missionary Society, as will meet, so far as possible, the rapidly increas- 
ing wants of the country, especially of the feeble churches and needy 
ministers in the new States of the Great West. 

Resolved. That we recommend increased frequency and fervency 
in prayer to God, for larger blessings upon our Home Mission field and 
our Home Mission laborers. 


This report having been sustained. by addresses from brethren J. 
Peck, C. Morton, and Iva R. Steward, was accepted, and the reso- 
lutions adopted, Br. Steward having made some deeply interesting 
statements respecting the Bethel church in New York, of which he 
is pastor, a collection was now taken for that interest, amounting

read the following report. 
REPORT ON THE BIBLE CAUSE. 


Your Committee to whom was referred the Bible cause, ask leave to 
report: 

rh it there has been no period in the history of this enterprise, when 
it claimed of its friends and the church, stronger sympathy than at the 
present time. The fields are opening—the wants are pressing —the 
nations of the earth need the Bible. and are willing to receive it. Broth- 
er Oncken writes from Germany, that Jews and Gentiles, Protestants 
and Roman Catholics, have been enriched by Heaven’s best ift. But 
the means of the Society are far too limited ; they have already an over 
drawn treasury; therefore 

Resolred, That in view of these facts, it is ineumbenton the churches 
represented in this body, to sustain the eause of the Bible, by effectual 
and fervent prayer, and to render to the American and Foreign Bible 
Society increased and unwearied support. 

Addresses followed from brethren Woolsey and Stone, when the 
report was accepted, and resolution adopted, 

The Committee on place and preacher for the next session, re- 
ported, recommending Bristol as the place of the next anniversary 
—Br. E. T. Hiscox as preacher, and Br. L. G. Leonard alternate. 
Report accepted, and appointment made accordingly. 

Afier prayer by Br. A. Chapin, of Mass., and the singing of the 
doxology in the Karen language by Br. Vinton and his Karen as- 
sistants, Convention adjourned to half past 7, P. M. 

Wednesday Evening. 

At half past 7-o’clock, the Convention assembled, and opened 
with singing by the choir, followed by prayer from Br. O. Tracy. 

The following report was then read by Br. R. ‘Turnbull, chair- 
man of the Committee on Foreign Missions. 

REPORT ON FOREIGN MISSIONS. 

God himself has called us to the work of Foreign Missions. He has| 
opened for us ‘wide and eflectual doors’ in many nations. Moreover, He | 
has crowned the labors of our Missionaries with abundantsuccess. We 
have, then, three great and pressing reasons for maintaining this:holy 
work ;—the eommand of God,—the providence of God,—the blessing 
of God. Our responsibility in the case is measured by its possibilities. 
What can be done ; what ean be reasonably expected—in other words, 
eur capacities and facilities ought to determine the nature and amount 
of our eflorts, At the present moment the world is open to our oceu- 
paney. Some of the most promising fields are already in our posses- 
sion. Millions of the heathen are depending upon us, as Baptists, for 
the bread of life. The fields are white unto the harvest. Nay, more; 
much of it is perishing for the lack of reapers. Not to speak of the em 
pire of China, or even of Burmah ; leaving out of account, eleven will- 
ions of Teloogoos, multitudes on the coast of Africa, in Liberia and 
among the Bassas, the teeming myriads of Europe, who, as much as 
the heathen, need a pure Gospel, both for their spiritual and social 
emancipation, we have about four millions of Karens,—a people most 
evidently “prepared of the Lord,” and exclusively dependent upon us 
for the means of grace. Among these, from seven to eight thousand 
have been converted and baptized into church fellowship. No fess than 
twelve hundred persons are reported at the present time, as candidates 
for christian baptism. From their peculiar traditions, their position and 
temperament, and the obvious descent upon them of the Holy Ghost, 
the whole people are accessible to the influence of Christianity ; and if 
suitable means are used, are likely,by the blessing of God, tobe brought 
into the kingdom of Christ. To occupy this field thoroughly and suc- 
cessfully, we need tried and able men. God has been gracious to us in 
fitting the men already in the field, for their work. They have secur- 
ed the confidence of the churches, and under God, have accomplished 
much for the cause of Christ among the heathen, But they demand a 
large reinforcement of able and experienced men, in 
and stability to the newly-formed churehes, directing the native assist- 
ants, and carrying out aggressive measures for conquering the whole 
nation to Christ, . 

We have resolved to re-occupy the Teloogoo Mission, and both 
France and Germany, Siam and China, are crying to us for thebread 
of life ; and while we have made some advance during the past year, 
in our missionary contributions, we must be propaiie’; in this depart- 
ment, to seek a decided enlargement. Surely, we cannot plead our pov- 
erty, as an excuse for neglecting this duty. e have enough and more 
that enough to meet all the exigences of the case, But in this, as in 
all other States of the Union, we need enlargement of soul; that is, an 
increase of spirituality and benevolence ; and in connection with this, a 
fixed and orderly system of pecuniary contribution. If “we are of 
God,”—born of bod sanctified of God,—kept of God, and so - 
sessed of a divine nature, and an immortal destiny ; if, moreover, The 
world lieth in wickedness,” and without the transforming power of the 
Gospel must perish forever, surely, we cannot withhold whatever we 
can do, or give, in order to furnish the Gospel. to the heathen. And, as

Society, submitted the following report, which was accepted. 

, REPORT ON THE PUBLICATION SOCIETY. 


Among the objects that claim a liberal interest in our prayers, sym- 
pathies and benevolent efforts, we believe that those contemplated by 
the American Baptist Publication Society, should occupy a prominent 
place. That our principles and practices may be better understood, and 
more widely diffused, we need a pure, manly and elevated denomina- 
tional literature, and ample facilities for its extensive circulation. An 
instramentality, whose design is to accomplish this, commends itself to 
every oo By carrying out the admirable and highly successful 
system of Colportage, by the wide diffusion of Tracts, and by furnish. 
ing Sabbath Schools ‘and Ministers at the West, or elsewhere, with 
small but well-selected libraries, the Publication Society is engaged in | 
a beneficent and noble enterprise, which our churches should second 
and sustain. A word spoken may be lost; but a printed thought never 
dies. The preacher moves and benefits a public congregation ; but the 
colportear, in his humble mission, carries the messages oi mercy, and 
the doctrines of grace to the hamlets and hearts of the destitute ; and, 
by personal conversation and social prayer, awakens tender sympathies, 
and religious emotions, that would otherwise be dormant, while the 
tracts and books which he distributes, like the leaves that feed a burn- 
ing forest, keeps the fires of feeling and reflection, already kindled, in a 
perpetual flame. 


‘ave received assistance the entire year ; two others, since September ; 
and the seventh was accepted in December. These are all young men 
of respectable talents, studious habits, unquestioned character, and well- 
Sustained piety. Br. Bowles is a member of the graduating class ol 
Trinity College, Hartford; Br. Bond is at Brown University ; Br. 
Lumsden is at the Covington Theological Institution ; Br. Samuel M. 
Whiting, at Newton ; Br. Leonard, at New Hampton, and Brn. Jerome 
Norton and Edwin Morley, have been pursuing their studiés at Suftield. 
Of this last named brother, we are ob iged to make a sad record. He 
has been suddenly removed from the preparations and labors of earth, 
to the spirit-land ; but we trust (he church above has reeeived a worthy 
aceession to her gloritied membership. His end was peace—we doubt 
not his rest is glorious; and as we mourn over our b ighted hopes for 
the Zion of God below, we would devoutly say, “Een so Father, for 
so it seemed good in thy sight.” 9 

At your last Anniversary it was 

Resolved, That the pastors of all our churches be earnestly request- 
ed to see that the cause of Ministerial Education is fairly and fully 
presented to their several charges, during the quarter of’ the year as- 
signed to this object, and theirbeneliactions forwarded to our Treasurer. 

To ensure the erecution of this resolve, the Secretary was instructed 
to address a circular to each of our numerous churches, setting forth the 
claims of the Society, and urging timely attention to its appeals. To 
this, but fifteen churches have as yet responded ; from them, a few in- 
dividuals, and other sources, a little more than $400 has been raised, 
with which your Board has met the quarterly appropriation of $18 75, 
to five of the beneficiaries, and $12 to the others. If this whole 
sum were averaged among the churches and Baptists of Connecticut 
we should have less than four dollars for each church, and less than 
three cents for each member. 

For this result we do not pretend to account, whether from the failure 
of our brethren, _generally, to appreciate this subject as it demands— 
the parsimony of some of our churehes—or the necessity of employing 
the special services of an efficient personal agency—or from all thoes 
causes combined. 

But, brethren, we do beseech you, by the cries of heathendom—by 
the convulsions of nations under sapel power—by the increasing de- 
mands of our own country, while immigration is rolling in upon our 
shores a foreign population estimated at 1000 a day, and while the des- 
tinies of North America, and of the whole world, even, are being mould- 
ed in the Valley of the Great West, we beseech you to pray the Lord 
of the harvest to send forth more laborers, and to let your alms and your 
prayers go up before God together. 

_ Brethren, shall not the Connecticut Baptist Education Society con- 
tinue to receive your hearty co-operation, and hereafter count upon 
your enlarged liberality, and your more frequent, your more earnest 
prayers ?

There is ane man in the world—says the 
Commercial—who looks with horror upou 
the awakened spirit of freedom in Italy ; 
one man who groans in spirit at beholding 
the downfall of hoary despotism. And 
that man is a citizen, native born withal, 
of the North American Republic! Here 
isan extract from the last number of Mr. 
O. A. Brownson’s Quarterly Review ; 

“Nor have these Italian liberals been 
content with expelling Jesuits. ‘They have 
proceeded farther, and at this moment the 
Holy Father is in a sort of darauce,— 
“‘bonorable imprisonment,” as it is termed, 
—because he does not ehoose to violate 
faith, conscience and duty, at the bidding 
of a graceless mob. And we have men 
among us—men passing for Cathollces even 
—who are frantic with joy, throw up their 
greasy caps, and cheer them on with their 
loud hurrahs, as the genuine friends of 
freedom. Stupid dolts ! do these sympa- 
thizers not know that the foundations of 
liberty are never laid in injustice, never es- 
tablished in outraging law and religion,— 
and that the men who know not how to 
obey, who will not respect the rights of oth- 
ers,and who demand freedom only for their 
own selfish purposes, can only be the assas- 
sins of liberty? These liberals, these mis- 
creants, the spawn of hell, who are doing 
their best to desolate Europe, and replunge, 
the nations, civilized by Christianity, into 
the darkness of barbarism, deserve the ex- 
ecration of every man who has a human 
heart under his left breast ; and the man 
who calls the Church his Mother deseryes 
something far worse if he but dreams for

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contributors, in which slavery should have

We 
appeal to our author, asa 
doctor in the chureh, if it 
is not absurd to look into 
the word of God for a 
sanction to a system of 
servitude, which, bya nat- 
ural law, that no wisdom 
can frustrate, brings pov- 
erty, idleness, and igno- 
rance, with ‘the yellow 
fever and* black vomit,’ 
upon the community in 
which it exists.

Spavery in Kentocwy.—The following plan 
for the abolition of slavery in Kentucky, says the 
Boston Recorder, appears in the Louisville Journ- 
al. The author is spoken of as a gentleman of 
high character who has been a member of Con- 
gress, &c. After speaking of other ehanges which 
the Convention ought to make in the Constitution, 
he says :— 

“The children born of slave mothers, on, and af- 
ter a certain day--say the 4th of July, 1850, or 
other suitable period—to be free ; the males at 
twenty-five, and the females at twenty-one years 
ot age. The owners of such persons to pay nei- 
ther State nor county tax op them, but, in lieu 
thereof, to give them a reasonably good English 
education, and, after they are old enough to be use- 
ful, pay a small sum annually to the county court, 
which, with the interest accruing thereon, should 
be appropriated to removing such liberated slaves 
beyond the limits of the United States, and provi- 
ding them the means of subsistence in the county 
to which they go. Husband and wife in no case 
should be forced to separate, but the first liberated 
should be hired, the proceeds for his or her own 
use until the other be freed. The children born of 
mothers thus provided for, should be free, serving 
only with the mother, and going free with her.

Foreign News. 
ARRIVAL OF THE HIBERNIA. 


SEVEN DAYS LATER, 
The steamer Hibernia, Capt. Shannon, arrived 
at her wharf in Jersey city, on the 21st inst. 


The news is extremely favorable. Paris coniin- 
ued perfectly quiet —an armistice of three months 
had been concladed between Denmark and Ger- 
many—England was mediating between Austria 
and Italy. 

In consequence of these events, and of the unex- 
pectedly favorable returns of the British revenue 
tor the quarter ending June Sth, the funds had ris- 
en in London more than three per cent. in one 
week. 

Cotton had advanced aa eight,—breadstuffs re- 
maining about as before. Business affairs gener- 
ally in an improving state. 

The new steamer Europa was to leave Liverpool 
for Boston on the 15th inst. The Canada took the 
place of the Europa at the dock in Liverpool,where 
she is already afloat to receive her engine, and fin- 
ishes the complement of four new steamers, name- 
ly, the America, Niagara, Europa and Canada. 

The American steamer Hermann, which left N. 
York on the 20th June, arrived at Southampton on 
the 3d July, after a ran of little more than twelve 
days. She was to leave Southampton on the worn 
ing of the 4th, for Bremen. The Wonder sailed 
on the same morning for Havre, with the mails of 
the Hermann, and a considerable amount of gold 
and silver coin intended for France. 

The Acadia, which sailed from New York on the 
2ist,and Halifax on the 24th Jane, arrived in the 
Mersey on the Sth July, after a passage of a \ittle 
moye than thirteen days, inclusive of ber detention 
by calling at Halifax, and a delay of twelve hours 
off that port by fog. The America, which left Bos- 
ton on the 23th ult., will, it is confidently expect- 
ed, arrive at eet on the evening of the 8th. 

_ The failure of Mr. G. T. Braine, in the East In- 
dia trade, was announced in London on Monday, 
and for the first time caused some uneasiness, as 
his liabilities were stated to be £350,000. It was, 
however, found on investigation by his crediters, 
that his affairs were not in a bad state, and it was 
agreed that his affairs should be carried on, under 
inspection. 

A large number of peers and members of the 
House of Commons haye memorialiged the British 
Government in favor of the suppression of the Re- 
peal Clubs of Ireland. 


IRELAND. 


The news from Jreland is somewhat more sub- 
dued, yet the accounts as given in some of the more 
violent of the Repeal papers would tend to show 
that there still exists a determination on the part of 
the leaders to harrass the Government by all the 
means in their power. In the meantime the Gov- 
ernment is acting with firmness and determination. 
A reference to another part of our paper will show 
that some of the confederates have been convicted 
of offences, and two of thein haye heen sentenced 
to transportation, one for fifteen and the other for 
seven years. A number of oiher persons are to un- 
dergo the milder punishment of imprisonment, al- 
though for considerable periods. All this should 
serve as a warning against attending to the dan- 
gerous teachings of the Confederate orators and 
writers. Same of the seniences seem to be rather 
severe ; but, if peopte will engage in rebellious de- 
signs or preparation, what are they toexpect? In 
consequence of the avowedly treasonable object of 
the publications in The Felon newspaper, a war- 
rant has been issued against the proprietor, Mr. 
John Martin. 

The potato blight has again made its appearance 
in Irelend. 

THE REPUBLIC OF FRANCE. 


Liverroor, July 8.—Perfect tranquility has been 
restored, and the Government appears stronger 
than at any period since the dethronement of Louis 
Phillippe. The Paris papers of Wednesday an- 
nounce the election of General Le Breton as Ques- 
tor of the National Assembly, in the room of Gen- 
eral Negrier, killed in the late insurrection. On 
the third and concluding ballot there were— 
For Gen. Le Breton, 399 ; for M. Laboissiere, 319 ; 
majority, 80. 

Rumors of the intention of the Government to 
arrest distinguished members of the National As- 
sembly,as compromised by the late revolt, were 
still in circulation in Paris on Sunday and on Mon- 
day morning. The name of M. Lamartine was 
openly pronounced as one comprehended in the in- 
tended arrests, but coupled with an expression of 
disbelief that he had committed himself. 

The Government has issued a decree dissolving 
the national workshops, independent of which and 
the dispersion of the menaeing and seditious army 
which composed it, General Cavaignac would ap- 
pear to contemplate a vigorous effort for resolving 
the problem, “Is a Republic practicabie in Eu- 
rope ?”’ and pending the experiment, to keep in 
check the turbulent and the disaffected of the cap- 
ital. With the former view he is said to he deter- 
mined to seek for co-operation in whatever party 
he can find capacity and honesty. The latter ob- 
ject he will seek to attain by keeping in Paris a 
large garrison, and in its immediate vicinity (at St. 
Manar, near Vincennes) the establishment of a 
camp of 40,000 men. With these objects, and with 
the prosperity of his country at heart, General Ca- 
vaignac was said on Tuesday to intend renouncing 
all idea of foreign propagandism and of foreign war. 
The army of the Alps is to be broken up forthwith, 
and a large portion of it marched for the metropo- 
lis. 
The Paris papers continue to be filled with de- 
tails of the late revolution. ; 

The Journal des Debats states that it fully ap- 
pears from the interrogatory of the prisoners cap- 
tured from the insurgents, and from the mass of 
documents seized, that the great body of the army 
of the insurgents was supplied from the national 
workshops. The sections and brigades into which 
the laborers were divided, under the commands of 
lieutenants, afforded the chiefs of the conspiracy 
an organization ready prepared, and a system of 
disaipline of the mast complete character. 

The fact of the insurgents having received large 
sums of money is every day being confirmed. It 
is said that in the hospital of the Pitie alone, the 
gold and silver found on the persons of the wound- 
ed amount to the sum of 159,000f. (£6,000.) The 
eash found on the insurgents searched at the Sth 
Marie, too, is said toamount to 35,000f. (£1,400.) 
One individual arrested in the Rue Grange-aux- 
Belles, carried 2,100f a (£34) in a belt, and 
30fin silver. Many rs, who had nat even 
shoes to their feet, were in possession of 60f, 100f, 
a of arms already seized or rendered 
in ite vicinity 1s probably 350,000.

The provinces are represented to be in a very 
excited state ; bodies of workmen are pillaging the 
different country houses and arresting travellers on 
the high road. The rebels are said to be raising 
their heads, and promenade about Lyons and \il- 
lafranca in bands, ‘Vengeance! we will revenge 
the death of our brethren.’ 

Notwithstanding the teports of the extensive los- 
ses of the Garde Mobile, it seems that not morg 
than 300 of this corps is put hors du combat. 

In the best informed quarters the general opinion 
prevails that the real chief of the late insurrection 
was Caussidiere. Itis said things were not un- 
known to Louis Blanc, but that he shrunk from any 
active share. 

Departure of Lamartine from France.—A cireum- 
stance has transpired which has created no little 
surprise. M. de Lamartine is about to quit France. 
The pretext is, that he intends to travel in the east, 
and that he isto be accompanied by Madame de 
Lamartine. His departure mast be very near at 
hand, as it is said that some of his luggage has al- 
ready been dispatched for Marseilles. 

M. de Lamartine’s departure at the present mo- 
ment, and under such peculiar circumstances, has 
given rise to a variety of rumors, of which the truth 
is very doubtful. Among other improbable reports, 
it is said that M. Lamartine, in the fret place, ap- 
plied for a passport for England, and that the Ex- 
ecutive Government refused it, on the ground that, 
before going, it was necesary that the National As- 
sembly should examine and approve of the acts of 
the Provisional Government and the Executive 
Committee, from the period of their coming into 
office on the 24th of February till the 24th of June, 
when they quitted it, and that as many questions 
might be asked and explanations required by the 
Assembly, and especially as to the expenditare of 
money, it would be exceedingly inconvenient that 
M. de Lamartine should be absent at such a mo- 
ment. Supposing this story to be true, it would 
merely show that the present powers disapproved 
of the absence of M. de Lamartine atall, but it does 
not account for his passport being refused for Eng- 
laad and granted to Marseilles. 


GERMANY. 


The Frankfort Parliament, after mach hesitation 
and long debate, has elected the Archduke John, 
Provisional Emperor of Germany. The choice is 
unexceptionable. Born in the parple, yet deserv- 
edly popular, the old conntry gentleman and iron- 
master of the Styrian hills is perhaps better fitted 
for the post than any other man in Germany. Thus, 
for the first time for centuries, Germany has a com- 
mon head, and a common Government will seces- 
sarily follow. 


DENMARK AND GERMANY. 


The following important despatch was received 
yesterday at Lloye's, from their agent at Hamburgh, 
by the steamer :

Sir,—Wethis moment receive conkrmation of 
the report stated in our paper of this evening, that 
an armistice of three months has been convened be- 
tween Germany and Denmark, on the following 
conditions: 
_1. The Swedes to withdraw from the Danish ter- 
ritory. 
2. The Germans to withdraw from that part of 
the Duchy of Schleswig- Holstein called Schleswig. 
3. Schleswig to remain neutral ground. 
4. The blockade by the Danes of German ports 
to be raised immediately. 
5. The vessels captured by the Danes to be re- 
leased after settlement of the act of contribution 
levied on Jutland by the Prussian army.

To Capt. Halsted, R. N., Secretary, Lloyd's. 
P. S.—Official despatches from Denmark are said 
to goto Lord Palmerston by this very steamer, 
contirming the news. 


RUSSIA. 


The Silesian Gazette says that a letter from Riga 
mentions the fact that serious disturbances had ta- 
ken place at St. Petersburgh. The authorities suc- 
ceeded in quelling them, but several hundred per- 
sons have fallen victims. No details are given. 
Orel, a town in Russia, was-destroyed by fire on 
the 7th of Jane, and most of the inhabitants lost 
all they possessed. Upwards of 1,237 houses, in- 
clading 50 of stone, 30,000 tschetwerts of grain, 
100,000 poods of flax, and four bridges, were de- 
stroyed. . The four stone churches were mach in- 
jured. The whole of this loss is officially estima- 
ted at 3,425,000 silver roubles. The Emperor has 
forwarded the sum of 50,000 roubles to be distribu- 
ted amongst the poorer people, and the ministers 
have also sent 10,000 roubles for the same purpose. 
THE CHOLERA. 


Letters from St. Petersburg, of the 20th June, 
state that the cholera is raging in that city even 
more fearfully than in Moscow ; that of 15,000 who 
were seized with it, about 1000 had died, the great- 
er part having been carried off in the space of from 
two to four hours. 
[This is probably an exaggeration. The follow- 
ing from the same paper (London Times of July 
8th) is later, and doubtless more correct.] 
The accounts from St. Petersburg, describing 
the progress of the cholera, are more 
ever. Upto the 24th of June no less than 1000 ca. 
ses had been officially proclaimed, three fourths of 
which ultimately proved fatal ! The malady broke 
out in the Russian capital on the 24th May. Six 
rn eee have been prepared for the reception of 
cholera patients alone. In Moseow the nee 
is desimating the tion. In two days, (the 
11th and 12th of June,) of 222 patients, 122,or more 
than one half, succumbed. '

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The Dangers of Christians’in the Pres: 


ent Political Campaign. 


When Christ interceded for his disciples, 
he prayed not that they should be taken 
out of the world, but be kept from evil.— 
Christians have duties to perform as mem- 


bers of civil society. ‘They must pay trib- 
ute to Cwsar, and obey civil magistrates.

He should take prop- 
er pains to inform himself respecting the 
ability and integrity of the persons for 
whom he casts his suffrage, and then fear- 
lessly perform his duty, ‘These are the 
general principles from which every chris- 
tian citizens should act. 

At such a crisis as this, there are many 
things calculated to draw away the atten- 
tion of christians from duty, The whole 
country is now, and will,for several months 
tocome, be agitated with the presidential 
question. Speeches, songs, and huzzahs 
will be the order of the day. Living as 
christians do in the midst of such scenes, 
they will be very liable to partake of the 
spirit of the world around them. In the 
past history of such times of excitement, 
we have known and heard of some indi- 
viduals who were wholly carried away. 

One lady at the West said in the cam- 
paign of 1840, “that one Harrison meet- 
ing was better than three camp meetings.” 
Let christians be thoroughly infected with 
the fever of political excitement, and they 
will be drawn into the whirlpool. They 
will feel and act as though their kingdom 
was wholly of this world. 

While christians should perform their 
duty, and their whole duty, to their coun- 
try, they should take heed that they are 
not carried away by the political excitement 
of the day. 

At this crisis there is great need to watch 
and pray. Nothing can save the christian 
from being carried away with the flood, 
but living near to God. If he will glorify 
God in all that he does, he will come out 
of the fire of a political campaign without 
the smell of fire upon his garments.— Bost.

An Act to confirm the doings of the Assessors and 
Board of Relief in certain cases. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives in General Assembly convened, That in 
all cases in whieh the assessors of any town in this 
State have omitted to put a notice on the sign-post 
in their respective towns, or to publish a notice in 
some newspaper printed in the town to which they 
belong requiring of all persons, liable to pay taxes 
in their respective towns, five days before the twen- 
tieth day of October annually, written or printed 
lists of all taxable property belonging to such per- 
sons on the first duy of said October, and in all ca- 
ses in which the said Assessors have omitted to 
sign or return an abstract of the Assessment List 
of their respective towns, or to lodge the same in 
the town clerk’s office of said town by the first day 
of December of each year ; and in all cases where 
said abstract has been made out after the board of 
relief has equalized and adjusted the returns and 
assessment of the respective towns ; and in all ca- 
ses in which the said assessors have omitted to fill 
out lists at three fold the rate per cent. on amount 
of the same as authorized by law; and in all ca- 
ses in which the board of relief in any town in this 
state have omitted to give notice of the time and 
place of their meetings according to the provisions 
of Jaw; and in all cases in which the town clerk 
of any town has not transmitted an abstract of the 
lists of said town\to the comptroller of public ac- 
counts by the first day of March in each year; and 
in all cases in which said assessors or members of 
said board of relief have omitted .o take the oath 
provided by law ; such assessment list shall not 
for any such causes be adjudged void, but all taxes 
which have been or shall be hereafter laid and im- 
posed according to such assessment list, may not- 
withstanding be levied and collected: Provided, 
that no claim which is the subject of any suit or 
action now pending, shall be in any manner af- 
fected by the provisions of this act.

corder, or, in his absence, by the senior alderman 
of said city, and a certificate thereof shall be made 
and recorded in the records of said city.
